1 . The drawings filed February 26, 2004 appear to be formal and are acceptable. 

Information Disclosure Statement 

2. The information disclosure statement filed September 30, 2003 has been entered 
and considered. An initialed copy of the PTO-1449 by the Examiner is attached. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

3. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

4. Claims 1 and 13 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

The claims are considered to be of such breadth as to render them unclear as to 
what exactly Applicants claim to be the invention. Clearly any system capable of 
detecting a signal will do so according to a "rule" just from an operational standpoint. All 
systems operate on a rule, per se, and therefore the claim is considered to be indefinite. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 
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5. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 

form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

6. Claims 1 -1 0 and 1 3-22 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 02(b) as being anticipated 
by Roseetal ('001). 

The claims, as best understood, are considered to be met by Rose et al ('001) 
who disclose a system for detecting signals using at least one rule. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

7. Claims 1 1, 12, 23, and 24 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected 
base claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

Conclusion 

8. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. The cited prior art show various radar systems.
